put of licensed distilleries. Some of tho
ofllcers Indicted have been recently re¬
moved or were allowed lo resign, «mong
the deputy collectors Indicted urc prom¬
inent ofllclals, Republican politicians in
their respectivo communities.

Omnibus Conspiracy Bill.
Against these officials there are many

SHOCKED BY A LIVE WIRE

William Burnett is Saved From
Death.William Gladden's

Nerve.

(Secciai to Tho Imes-Dispatch.)
CHARLOTTE, N. C. September 9..Sus¬

pended from a polo forty feet high, with
only a leather belt supporting him, Wil¬
liam Gladden, a lineman, this afternoon
heroically rescued his companion, William
Burnett, who, unconscious from a seri¬
ous shock, -was In Imminent peril.. The
spectacle was witnessed by several hun¬
dred people, who stood spell-bound whl.o
the scene was enacted, and were so over¬

come they forgot to cheer the rescuer.
Burnett and Gladden were malting some

connections for the Catawba Power Com¬
pany on the same pole at the Intersec¬
tion ot College and Trade Streets. In
some manner Burnett's left shoulder came
in contact with a Uva wire und 2.*0
volts shot into his body. Instantly he
lost consciousness and released his grasp
on tho pole. Tho leather belt around his
waist had been run over a cross-arm on

the, pole, and this held him, limp and
helpless, forty feet In the air and in im¬
minent danger of being dashed to tho
pavement below.
Gladden acted quickly. His own bell

was adjusted to another cross-nrm In the
same manner ns Burnett's, and, rolciiflng
his hold, he swung around, guiding him¬
self with his feet, until ho could' grasp
the unconscious form of his companion.
Then he held on firmly to the injured
man, while his compnnloas secured ropes,
and In a short whllo Burnett had been
lowered to the ground.

He camo back after every attack by
Brltt, always ready to exchange blows'.
For tho rushing, forcing, persistent tac¬
tics of Nelson, Brltt could find no effec¬
tive counter', Tho CalUornlan trlcl every
blow known to him to stop his tireless
opponent. In everyway Britt failed, al-:
though he punished Nelson severely,
knocking: him down once and staggering
him several times.
Only in the third round did It appear

to those close enough to Judge the tide
of battle that Brltt might win. In this
round Brltt reached the most vulnerable
spot on Nelson's muscled body. t,.e
stomach, "with·.two 'terrific' 'rlsht-ran.l
biows that, carried, punbshment..

Buildings Iwenty Miles Away
Rocked On Their Foundations, i

Tho Rand powder mills, tit Falrchançef,
six miles south of Uniontown, were eh*
tlrely wiped out by an explosion at 9:0$
o'clock to-day. Of the. thirty-two men
who wont to work In the mill this morn«
Ing, nlnetcon arci known to be dead. ',Ot¦',
these thirteen have been Identified. Nln·
men, Including C. \V. Rand, manager of
the plant, were seriously Injured. Soar«·
ot people lit the town of Faircliance^,
within half a. mile of the powder mills,
were more or less painfully Injured. .' .¿,
The shock of the explosion was dia·-

tlnctly felt In Connellsville, twenty mllel
away, buildings being rocked on thel»
foundations. At Uniontown hundreds of '.
panes of gluss wero broken. In the towo
of Fai reliance there Is scarcely a, house
that did not suffer .damngo. The side«
were battered as though axes had ibeei.·.
used. Tiny stacks wore toppled over it...
the Held, and live stock were stunned.
Tho rails of the Baltlmoro and Ohio.Rail¬
way and tlio West Pennsylvania Tràotloçi'
Railways Company were rooted from th·
roadbed, and traffic was delated from
four to six hours, transfers being mad·
oyer the Pennsylvania.
